“T had this document when I made

{Fresno .Republican:} For the first 
time in the history of the Western 


Hemisphere, the interesting experiment 
,of transferring the blastophaga or fig- 
fertilizin® insect is now being carried 
on on a horticultural and commercia) 
scale, at George ing’s Smyrna fig 
orchard, seven miles east of Fresno. 
As is well known, scientific experiments 
in the propagation of the little insect 
have been going on in this orchard for 
some time, but. it is not until within 
the past three days that the operation 
has reached the commercial seale. 
The function of the blastophaga or 
fig wasp in producing a crop of Smyrna 
figs is gockanny too well known to need 
more than a brief recapitulation. The 
Smyrna fig, like most of the edible figs 
of commerce, contains nothing but pis- 
tillate or female blossoms, but is pe- 
culiar ‘in not being able to develop its 
fruit unless these blossoms are fer- 
tilized by the pollen from the staminate 
or male blossoms of the wild Capri fig, 
#0 as to produce seed. As nature has 
provided no direct means of transferr- 
ing this pollen from the Capri to the 
Smyrna, some carrier must be found. 
A quill or a toothpick will serve the 


purpose, if what is wanted is to fer- 
tilize one . but when millions are to 
be fertil it takes -some laborer

The Smyrna fig is not a desirable 
plage for the insect to go to, from its 
stafidpoint, but the blastophaga does 
not discover this fact until she is safely 
imprisoned inside, and then she has 
no choice but to perform the work she 
has been sent té do, though at the sac- 
rifice of her own life and the hope of 
posterity. There are no gall flowers in 
the Smyrna fig, and the styles of the 
female flowers are too long for the in- 
sect’s ovipositor to reach beyond them. 

in searching through the mass of 
blossoms which fill the interior of the 
fig, the insect comes in contact with 
the stigma of nearly e blossom, and 
deposits the pollen which provides for 
the 8 ty, rather than the eggs 
which provide for her own. 

Ever since last March Prof. Schwarz, 
the government entomologist who was 
sent out from Washington to supérin- 
tend the interesting experiment, has 

mn watching the successive genera- 
lions of blastophagus develop and 
transmit themselves through the recur- 
ring crops of Capri figs. Only a few 
hundred of the surviving figs of the 
winter crop were found to be populated 
with the wasps, but these supplied 
many’ more of the next crop, and of the 
critical June crop there are now fully 
twelve thousand developed figs, each 
containing upward of three hundred 
insects, so that there is now available 
a flock of a round four million of these 
useful domestic animals—quite enough 
to employ them on a commercia! seale. 

For the past three days Prof. Schwarz 
has been engaged with a number of 
workmen in selecting the insect-bearing 
figs, and distributing them through the 
trees of the Smyrna orchard. The figs 
are gathered and examined—it takes 
Some knack to tell which fi contain 
insects, and it is useless to cut them 
open to see, as the insects in escaping 
will carry no pollen with them. The se- 
lected ones are then sewed to the ends 
of fibers of raffia and strung on bam- 
boo poles, for convenient corrying. They 
are then distributed through the or- 
chard, being hu in sheltered places 
among the branches of the Smyrna 
trees. About ten figs are used to the 
tree, but as many as twenty 
are used on some of the larger ones. 
There will be Capri figs enough this 
year to fructify about 1200 of the 4000 
trees contained in t twenty-six acres 
of orchard, and it ex- 
pected that the a 

commercial crop in this por- 
tion of the orchard, of figs whose 
market value is several hundred per 
cent. higher than that of the ordinary 
white Adriatic of the local market. If 
this crop ie successfuliy raised, it will 
be the beginning of an industry which 


will be worth millions to Fresno 
county and the other fig-crcwing dis- 
tricts of the State. 


A number of interesting observa- 
tions have been made during the course 
of the experimente. There are three 
varieties of Capri figs planted in the 
orchard, known, for lack of better 
names, as “Capri No. 1,” “No. 2,” and 
“No. 3.” Tt appears that at least two 
of these varieties are essential to the 
preservation of the succession .f gen- 
erations. Variety No. 1 seems to be 
best adapted to the winter crop, while 
No. 2 is essential for carrying over the 
later summer generation. No, 3 is 
particularly prolific in the June crop, 
which is the fertilizing one. 

The wasps emerge from the figs dur- 
ing the early morning, and late after- 
noon, about ten emerging from each 


fig each day until all are out. The 
total active life of the flying wasp 
outside of the fig is not over min- 


utes, and its range of flight probably 
less than a hundred yards, so it Is 
neeersary for it to attend strictly to 
business. It files to a fig and first 
crawig all around it, examining it 
carefully. If it is not satisfactory it 
flies to another, and, when = suited, 
makes for the ostiolum, or opening, 
and gnaws a tiny plece from one of 
the three scales which close the mouth 
of the fig. It then crawls under it, 
usually losing one or both wings in 
the process, which are left as tiny 
iridescent spots to mark the point of 
entrance. If the new fig is a Capri fig, 
#0 much the better for the insect, but 
if it is a Smyrna, so much the better 
for the orchard owner. 

Probably not one in ten of the in- 
sects liberated in a Smyrna tree com- 
pletes its work of fertilization. It may 
fail to find a fig, during its short lease 
of life, or it may enter a fig which has 
not yet reached or has already passed 
the stage of receptivity. 

When ‘the June crop of Capri figs 
is ripe there is at the ¢ame time, on 
the game tree, a small crop of young 
figs ready to receive or already con- 
taining blastophaga, and another crop, 
just budding in the axils of the 
leaves, Which will be ready to receive 
the insects from these figs and carry 
the generations further.

BOOKS AND THE BOY. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS AS TO READ- 
ING MATTER FOR CHILDREN. 


{Katherine F. Reighard in The Out- 
: She who knows best how to 
bring up children is usually one who 
has never had a child; and by the same 
reasoning the only person who could 
plan out a course of reading for a child 
is one who has never tried it. Serioysly 
. before I had any children I 
had given not a little consideration as 
to what books I thought best fittcd 
for young people and how they should 
be treined in the appreciation of good 
Hterature. 

Looking forwaraé with eager antici- 
pation to the growth and mental! devel- 
opment of my ollest boy, I prematurely 

gan my experiments, I 

istakes in giving to the child books 
and stories that his Mki and mental 
development were not quite ready for. 
It was dear old Samuel Johnson who 
said: “While you are hesitating which 
book your boy shall read, and balancing 
the merits of the two books, another 
boy will have read them both.” 

I showed a lamentable ignorance of 
the child’s mind. The mind is not, lke 
the child's clothes, accurately measured 
and enlarged with the child's growth at 
a given time; it shows at certain per- 
lods definite limits of expression, and it 
never reveals its power for taking in 
impressions. ht here I realized the 
secret of my f I 

im cer 


pose 

and books from without, not realizing 
the child’s own characteristics, and 
that what is truly acquired comes only 
from a response to an inward impulse. 
“Children,”” wrote Walter Scott, 
“derive impulses of a powerful and im- 
portant kind from hearing thi that 
they cannot entirely comprehend. It is 
a mistak down to their under- 


love for fairy, myth and 
folklore stories was very early shown, 
and proved a source of untold delight 
to him. This preference naturally b«- 
gan at the close of the Mother Goose 
and nonsense rhyme period, and reached 
ite climax at the age of eight, and 
even now at the age of eleven years 
he listens with much interest when a 
story of t nature is read to the 
younger children. During the folklore 
phase, which lasted from three to five 
years, the “Alice tn Wonderland” books 
Andersen's and Grimm's Fairy Tales, 
Hawthorne's “Wonder Book,” the 
“Arabian Nights,”” Kingsiley’s “Water 
Babies,” stories from Homer and Virgil 
and all of the Andrew Lang colored 
Fairy were devoured with avid- 
ity. The folklore stories of Japan, 
China and yrs the Uncle Remus 
stories, and the Kipling Jungle Books 
were read with the same eagerness. 
The period of living in a world peo- 
pled with giants, dwarfs, fairies, gods 
and heroes endowed with powers for 
good or bad, lasted longer than I 
thought it possible. Of this I was 
heartily glad, not only because the 
reading about them was a great pleas- 
ure to the child, but on account of the 
direct influence upon the teaching and 
developing of a rather imaginative 
mind. The stories of Ulysses, Perseus, 
Aeneas, Seigfried, Arthur and Parsifal 
were not idle tales to him. They were 
rich and full of the facts of life in the 
language of the imagination, which 
was as intelligible to him ag to older 
people. It did not take me long to get 
rid of my preconceived idea that bouts 
for children must be childish in tone 
and expression, and I came to realize 
that a child takes — all the more 


| The Arabian Nights taies 
Robinson Crusoe, Gulliver's Travels 
and Don Quixote were written for older 
people, but because children love and 
enjoy them they have come to be 
classed children’s books. A child ap- 
preciates thoroughly the whimsicalities 
of the grown up people in the stories 
far more readily than the made-to-or- 
+d child in the commonplace child’s 


ory. 

In a letter of Lowell's written in 1845, 
he said: “I su that very few 
men who are b scholars, ever think 
of such a thing as a course of reading 
after their freshman year in college. 
Their situation throws books constantly 
in their way, and.they select by a kind 
of instinct the food which will suit 
their mental agen acquiring 
knowledge insensibly, as the earth 
gathers soil. This was wholly the case 
with myself. There is hardly any 
branch of knowlede in which I have 
not read something, and I have read 
a great many out-of-the-way books, 
yet here are many which almost every- 
one reads, that I have never opened,”. 
By this method Lowell shows practi- 
cally how English literature is best 
learned. 

Charlies Lamb, in speaking of Bridget 
Elia’s happily neglected education, 
said: “She was tumbled, by accident 
or design, into a specious closet of good 
old English books, without much selec- 
tion or prohibition, and browsed at 
will upon that fair and wholesome pas- 
turage. Had I twenty girls, they 
should be brought up in this fashion.” 

I remembered how the omnivorous 
Macaulay gulped down everything: 
within his reach, ‘ and me- 
diocre, and how Charles Sumner, the 
indifferent scholar, found a system al) 
his own of all devouring reading, by 
which he laid up rich stores which no 
university or any course of reading 
could have taught him to acquire ana 
hold in easy mastery. Armed with 
these examples, I turned aside from my 
theories of how and what my boy 
should read, and, with only a word here 
and there, the child, with free access

e interest in fairy and folklore 
stories led him to enjoy “Hiawatha,” 
and from this he plunged into Cooper's 
novels, and read them at the rate of 
two or three a week. The pleasure of 
reveling in the lives of the trappers and 
scouts carried him into the early co- 
lonial stories, among which was 
Charlies Coffin’s “Old Times in the 
Colonies, and the French and Indian 
Wars,” and, as was inevitable, there 
followed an interest in the revolution, 
wi Ne series of stories upon that 

At this point he took a new line, sug- 
re-reading the tales 

m Homer and Virgil, and entered 
upon Charlotte Yonge’s histories of 
Rome and Greece and Macaulay's 
“Lays of Ancient Rome.” After this 
little outing he returned to his old love, 
Cc r, and the Indian became to him 
his boyish ideal. His play was always 
characterized by warwhoops, 
hunting and the like. Showing by his 
questions that he sought more know!l- 
edge about the Indian, I suggested 
Parkman's “La Salle,” and “The Con- 
spiracy of Pontiac,” and within a week 
he had devoured both -f those fascinat- 


books. 
is repid. and continuous reading 
for so young a child made me fear that 


his mind would have no concentrating ,; 


power, so, as an experiment, I offered 
him a reward if he would learn “Hia- 
watha’s Childhood” by heart. At dif- 
ferent times which would be 
lent, to three hours, he 
learned it all, and even more. He has 
no liking for poetry of any kind, and 
although beautiful poems ve been 
conscientiously read to him he fretted 
and objected to listening; so I con- 
cluded that perhaps this lack of appre- 
clation was due to the fact that the 
child is somewhat tone deaf, and con- 
sequently rhythm and rhyme do not 
give any pleasure to him. 

After hearing a little account of the 
siege of Leyden, was interested 
enough to read parts of Motley’s 
“Dutch Republic,” and a little later 
stories from the Nibelu niled gave 
him delight in a history of Germany.

e fifty or more books that Henty 
has written have such an att on 
for him that he is now absorbing them 
with much partiality. 

It is not unfair to refer to the ex- 
amples of Mccaulay, Sumner, Charles 
Lamb and Lowell, as examples of the 
right spirit in which miscellaneous 
reading may be carried on. They were 
all lity of that desultory reading 
which seems to be the dread of so many 
parents and the despair of so many 
librarians. Very few people read for 
some special end: why should we in- 
sist upon our children doing it? 

What I have learned from the child’s 
own choice of books is that his judg- 
ment so far has been better than mine; 
that shis interest has gone naturally 
through the different phases ,. from 
fairy tales to the early stages of civil- 
ization, through which, as history and 
modern psychologists tell us, the 
human mind passes. 


A DELICATE MISSION. 


KING’S PHYSICIAN APPRISED HIM 
OF APPROACHING DEATH. 


{New York Press:] There died in 
Italy the other day of the grip one of 
the most eminent medical men of the 
nation. Prof. Lorenzo Bruno, who, had 
he lived until next year, would have 
been 80 years old. is father before 
him was a widely-known practitioner. 
At the age of 38 his son was a surgeon 
in the field in the campaign against 
Austria in 1859, and he attracted the 
favorable attention of King Victor 


‘Emmanuel, who a fesv years later at- 


tached Bruno to the _ royal rson. 
Early in the winter of 1878 the King fell 
ill of pneumonia, and when medicine 


| no longer was avall Bruno was selected 


to convey to the King the tidings he 
had only a few hours to live. 

“Sire,” eaid Bruno, “the mention of 
danger to a prince of the hwee of 
Savoy entails no embarrassment, for 
danger is his’metier. All Your Majes- 
ty’s forefathers have, when their lives 
were in the balance, been willing to, 
approach their God. I am sure this is 
Your Majesty’s desire.’’ For a moment 
a cloud seemed to rest on the King’s 
and he asked, “Am I then 
so ill.” 

Bruno replied: “We have not given 
up all hope, but it Is always well to 
make every preparation.” 

The King then raised his hand to his 
forehead and eaid: “Very well: send 
for Anzino” (the court chaplain and 
almoner.) Monsignor Anzino came 
from ay. adjoining room, received His 
Majesty's confession and at its close 
saw the King put his arm around 
Bruno’s neck, with the words, “I know 
you have always wished me well, but 
now I u that you are my

EXPERIMENTAL WORK GOING ON 
IN FRANCE AND SWITZERLAND. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, June 16.—Valuable ex- 
perimental work in wireless teleg- 
raphy is being prosecuted in France 
and Switzerland. A discovery by C. 
‘ Tissot is likely to have an important 
influence on the development of the 
art. M. Tissot found, in the course of 
some signaling work between Brest and 
Ushant that when the coherer sub- 
stance was magnetic and the coherer 
was placed in a magnetic field, not only 
was the sensitiveness increased but the 
durability and the regularity of action 
of the apparatus were very consider- 
ably augmented.

Three miles north of Arizona’s cap!- 
¢al is an Indian school, one of the three 
im the front rank of such institutions 
in the Union. It has an enrollment of 
700. While forty-five different tribes 
have cepresentation in its enrollment, 
about 50 per cent. are Pimas, children 
of the peaceful tribesmen who live to 
the southward of Phoenix, on their res- 
Gila River. The 

vernment has spent about a quarter 

a million dollars on this Phoenix 
school, and it is the especial pride of 
the Indian Bureau. It is designed to 
do far more than to give the rudiments 
or ™ earning.” The boys are 
taught how to farm and to build, they 
shoe horses and construct wagons; they 
make clothing and set type; they play 
even more than acceptably in a brass 
band, and put up a stiff game of either 
football or baseball. The giris are 
trained to the duties of housewife or 
domestic, making all their own cloth- 
ing. caring for the interior of the great 
bulidings, and cooking the food as 
ekilifully as any palate would desire. 
greater number of the Indian 
= and maidens are finally sent 
k to their reservation homes, there 
to establish the enlightenment gained. 
Tut this is not all that is wished by 
ntendent McCowan.

G BUSINESS TOPICS. 


JOHANNESBURG GOLD. A writer 
in the London Telegraph says that be- 
fore the discovery in 1884 of the rich 
deposits near the present site of Johan- 
nesburg, the entire district could have 
been bought for $50,000. It was not un- 
til the recent date of 1886 that the de- 
velopment of the Rand was method- 
ically entered upon. A few years after- 
ward Hamilton Smith, the American 
expert who examined the fields for the 
Rothschilds, estimated that the Rand 
would produce gold to the value of 
something over a billion dollars, and 
would yield $50,000,000 annually. The 
writer notes that subsequent evelo 
ments there revolutionized the condi- 
tions of the world’s gold output. From 
1883 to 1887 the estimate was $90,000,000 
per annum, the United States standing 
first, Austrelin second, and Russia 
third. In 1890 the world’s yearly out- 
put had reached about $115, and 
in 1896 about $200,000,000, with ‘America 

Austrailia second, and South Af- 
rica third, displacing Russia. In 1°93 
South Africa attained first place as a 
gold- ucing region, with en esti-

‘WHEAT. Flour is marked up again 
im the local market, this being the sec- 
ond advarce in a few days. Alli signs 
seem to point to dear wheat, and as 
fiour and bread interest so many peo- 
ple, data on the wheat market will 
prove goed reading. The following 
points are gieaned from many sources, 
wide apart: 

Bnow estimates the American winter 
and spring wheat yield at 525,000,000 
bushels. 

Interest attaches to the weekly 
Weather report of the government, 
owing to active and excited condi. 
tions of the market for wheat. In 
brief, the report states that cultivation 
has been retarded in the- Central and 
east Gulf States by heavy rains, and 
continued @rought is reported in the Da- 
kotas, northern Minnesota and eastern 
Montana, while an unfavorable pros- 
pect for crops is apparent in the spring- 
wheat region. 

Basing its deductions upon the official 
returns, the Marche Francais gives the 
following estimate of this year’s crop 
in France, which compares with the 
lest two years as follows:

‘Ing to be a bumper one, for Already in 
several quarters there are indications 
of shortages more or less serious,” says 
Broomhall's. “Setting the excess in 
one quarter against the likely deficien- 
cies in Russia, western Europe and In- 
dia. it is probable, we think, that the 
world’s crop of 1900 will go down on 
the records as 10,000,000 or 15,000,000 
quarters short of the great crop of 
1899. As to the likely state of reserves 
at the opening of the new season, now 
only t weeks off, we look to see 
those in millers’ and bakers’ hands re- 
‘@uced far below where they stood ten 
months ago; the port stocks belonging 
to —— will be about as large as 
they w a year ago, and the farm- 
ers’ uinowtee. Another factor that may 
be allowed some weight in a general 
calculation is the likelihood of rye and 
maize ruling comparatively high next 
autumn.” 

In many parts of Oklahoma Terri- 
tory the yield of grain this harvest will 
be forty bushels to the acre, and the 
average for the entire Territory will 
be more than twenty bushels. The 
wheat crop of the Territory will reach 
fully 60,000,000 bushels. The cat crop is

J. N. Raysor, president of the Texas 
Millers Association, believes that 
Texas will produce 13,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, and he says it is the finest 
quality known in yeors. 

The Michigan State report, as of June 
1, made the condition of wheat 46, 
against 45 a month ago, and suggests 
one of the poorest yields in the history 
of the State. Twenty per cent. of the 
area of that State has been plowed up.
